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Claims 1-65 of the present application relate to subject-matter as 
indicated in Rule 39.1 PCT, for which no search Is required by the 
International Search Authority (Article 17.2(a)(i) PCT). 
Since 'breeding' in animal husbandry and in horticulture has been 
defined as "the selection of stock for propagation and the act of 
insemination by natural or artificial means" (Websters dictionary), 
claims 1-65 are considered to refer to animal varieties and essentially 
biological processes for the production of said. animal s . 
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
